The apparent intention of Pres- 
ident Cooli 85 indicated in press dis- 
patches from Washington yesterday.

statement follows: 

“Certain facts should be publicly 
known in connection with the atti- 
tude of President Coolidge, indicated 
in an Associated Press dispatch of 
vesterday, to change the shipping 
laws so as to nullify the voice in ship 
operation of all seaboards. 

“The inevitable result of such ac- 
tion would be to concentrate control 
in the North Atlantic seaboard rec- 
ognized as being dominated by foreign 
shipping interests to a preponderant 
degree. 

Opens Fire on Brush. 

“Credited as being the president's 
adviser on shipping is Matthew C. 
Brush. Mr. Brush is an official of 
the International Mercantile Marine. 
The International Mercantile Marine 
is controlled by the American fiscal 
agents of the British government. 
They operate more than 90 per cent 
British and less than 10 per cent 
American ships in overseas trade. 
Mr. Brush's company made a con- 
tract with the British admiralty and 
British board of trade binding this 
American company to do nothing det- 
rimental to British shipping interests.

TELLS, OF NEEDS 


Decatur, Ga., November 17.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Setting forth its accomplish- 
ments since the opening in March, the 
committee for the Decatur library 
in the three-way drive being con- 
ducted here for the DeKalb chapter 
Red Cross, the Decatur library and 
the Stone Mountain Coin association, 
has issued a report, which also sets 
forth the needs of the library. 

Opened in March. 

The report, issued by Mrs. W. J. 
Sayward, G. W. Glausier and Wil- 
liam Cole Jones, in part says: 

“The nineteenth of March, 1925, 
saw the opening of your community 
library, small in its beginnings but 
great in potentialities. Six hundred 


and nine charter members provided 
a foundation fund of something less 
than $1,000. This was reinforced by 
a few special contributions, by gifts 
of : »ks, furniture, materials and 
séry ices, and by the heart-whole spirit 
0: cooperation characteristic of the 
Decatur people. 

“Today your library has approxi- 
mately 3,000 volumes, covering a, wide 
range of interest, from the -classfcs 
to the best of current fiction, and from 
the last word on flower gardening to 
manuals of business practice. It has 
a reading table filled with select and 
nonular magazines. Its equipment, 
though not adequate in amount, is 
the standard of quality. Its special 
service for school children adds much 
to .ieir educational advantages, and 
is continually sought by them. Its 
rooms are visited daily by an average 
of +’) readers, and its total circulation 
of books has passed the 5, mark, 
It employs a librarian, Mrs. W. A. 
Parlin, who is actively in charge from 
2 to 5 o'clock every week-day after- 
noon. 

“All this has been accomplished at 
a financial outlay of $1,744.39, ex- 
pended as follows: For books, $1,- 
107.88; for magazines and permanent 
covers for them, $78.80; for equip- 
ment, including an up-to-date card 
index and cataloguing system, and in- 
cidentals, $205.21; for librarian, $230; 
for rental of an additional room, nec- 
essary because of increasing attend- 
ance, $122.50. So much could not 
have veen procured with so little 
except through the most generous co- 
operation and the most watchful 
economy. Your library’s income from 
all sources to date has been $2,098.75. 
From this take the expenditures up 
to Nevember, as itemized above, and 
there remains a balance of $354.36— 
the only visible means of upkeep for 
the months ahead. 

Small Amount Asked. 

“Obviously, your library must have 
financial support. It is urgently in 
need of more books and of larger quar- 
ters: and its need for a full-time li- 
brarian is imperative. What amount 
is necessary for the coming year? 
The American Library cssociation, 
the recognized authority on such mat- 
ters. recommends as the minimum an- 
nual support of a public library, $1 
per capita of the population. But your 
library asks for only 36 cents per 
eapita of Decatur’s population. This 
will provide $3.600. 

“With your aid in subscriptions as 
liberal as you can make them, the 
library will go forward with its peice- 
less aid to high thinking and happy 
living—good literature. Will you not 
do your loyal best? We have abound- 
ing faith that you will.

USE OF SCHOOL MONEYS. 

A recent little book, State Sup- 
port of Education in Georgia,” by 
Dr. Gordon Singleton, of the Georgia 
state department of education, 
should be read by all far-sighted. 
Georgians for two reasons. First, 
it shows how to secure far greater 


— returns for the relatively small sums 


the state spends for schools. The 
methods he proposes for distri®- 
uting state school moneys are about 
as far ahead of the present methods 
as the automobile is in advance of 
the ox cart. At the same time they 
are as practical as is the automobile. 
Second, the book points out the 
sine qua non for the state’s fullest 
possible development. 


That development will, of course, 
have to come mainly through educa- 
tion. The inexorable logic of the 
case is thus. The state will get no- 
where in seeking such development 
without a definite program. An 
educational program will accomplish 
little or nothing except as it brings 
about a more equal educational op-, 
portunity for all the boys and girls 
of the commonwealth. And no 
state can be expected to provide 
equal educational opportunity except 
on the basis of distributing the cost 
equally throughout the state in pro- 
portion to the ability of the local 
governments to pay. 


The statesmen and the schoolmen 
of Georgia have for years been elo- 
quent on their faith in education be- 
cause they claimed it equalized op- 
portunity. But the evidence gath- 
ered by Dr. Singleton shows that 
the state has not made even a be- 


liminary conditions of equal educa- 
tional opportunity and what must 
go with it—equalization of educa- 
tional support. He goes much fur- 
ther and shows how at comparative- 
ly little greater expenditure, the 
State aid could be used to secure 
equalization of educational oppor- 
tunity. 7

THE MYSTERY or. ASEPSIS. 
We're getting along quite well with | 
our story about the aseptie era. You 
know it’s here, it has been here for 
several years, and I’m trying to break 


the news to the ordinary layman. I 


am afraid the big show will proye 
as great a disappointment as the 
eclipse was last spring. You remem- 


ber, of course, how they had us all 


excited over the strange occurrences 
which we were to experience when 
the eclipse was on; being all keyed 
up for some spectacular incidents, the 


quiet way in which the big show came 
and went disappointed everybody; the 
chickens kept right on scratching | 
gravel; none of the anticipated phe- 
nomena happened. 

There was a good deal more to see 
—and smell—in the antiseptic era. 
Antiseptic precautions were more 
spectacular. Even half informed, un- 
informed. or misinformed ple are 
rather favorably impressed by anti- 
septic precautions in sundry lines of 
trade. So very impressive is the ap- 
plication of an alleged antiseptic that 
even some people who profess to scorn 
the “germ theory’’ like to think that 
antiseptic precautions are being taken 
in anything that concerns their own 
welfare or safety. It is a nice com- 
fortable feeling, that antiséptic pre- 
cautions insure against bacterial in® 
fection, and in order to derive the 
greatest degree of comfort from that 
feeling it is necessary that one have 
an exceedingly sketchy knowledge of 
bacteriology, say such bits of informa- 
tion as ane receives from, oh, almost 
any tradesman whose wares purport 
to be “sanitary” or “hygienic.” and 
that includes nearly every line of 
commerce these days. 

Take peroxide of hydrogen to get 
down to the popular plane. When it 
encounters blood pus (matter), serum 
or any organic tissue substance, there 
is a foaming which is quite spectacu- 
lar. You see it work. Yon assume 
it is knocking the germs galley west. 
You feel gratified and assured that 
you have taken proper antiseptie pre- 
cautions. Now I could not feel that 
way at all. I might use the peroxide 
to help clean away dead tissue or 
some such purpose, but I ,should 
rather not expose a fresh or recent 
wound of any kind to peroxide, for 
I should fear the possibility of the 
ebullition or foaming driving infec- 
tive material or septic germs more 
deeply into the wound. I might take 
a chanee stopping bleeding from a 
razor cut by means of peroxide though 
not if the cut were made by any other 
razor than my own. 

One of the most childish. and in 
effect most dangerous, beliefs of the 
well misinformed. laity regarding an- 
tisepties is that the application of 
medicaments which purport to be 
antiseptic hastens the healing process. 
The nogtrum interests see to it, and 
have for many years seen to it that 
the laity shall be kept well misin- 
formed about that. Healing processes 
go on at a certain fixed rate (the 
rate varies with different tissues) and 
although unintelligent or bungling in- 
terference will easily delay the heal- 
ing process in any case, there is no 
known means of speeding it up. 

As a general rule, the antiseptic 
applications the well misinformed lay- 
man makes to his minor wounds or 
sores in the cause of healing serve 
only to interfere with the healing 
process and so to delay healing need- 
lessl¥. 

I have said repeatedly that it is 
impossible for the Iayman to grasp 
the meaning of asepsis, as impossible 
as it is for a nurse to practice sur- 
gical. médical or sanitary asepsis until 
she has learned the technical diffi- 
culties of. asepsis by scientific and 
practical instruction, 3 

The main underlying or funda- 
mental principle of asepsis, surgical, 
medical or sanitary, is a faet which 
not only the laity, but a good many 
of our old-time doctors and health 
authorities, fail to comprehend, 

namely, that germs cannot travel 
about of their own activity; they have 
to be carried by something or some- 
body. The practice of asepsis, sur- 
gical, medical or sanitary, really 
amounts to nothing else than making 
certain that no germs shall be car- 
ried to or from a given place. It 
must be obvious, then, that in order 
to make certain of that, the responsi- 
ble individual must have à pretty 
sound practical knowledge of the 
| biology of microscopic organisms and 
of modes of infection.

with her questioner and injected sev- 
eral side. remarks which brought 
smiles or laughter from the crowd 
that packed the little hearing room. 


Late in the day, when it was sug- 


gested that she might want to rest 
and let the conclusion of her exami- 
nation go over until tomorrow, she 
said she wanted to “get it over with.” 

The young widow denied she had 
made the statement that Captain 
Foley had sought te have her give 
“false testimony” as was attributed 
to her.in a story distributed by Uni- 
versal Service under the name of 
Charles E. Parmer. She testified that 
what she had said was that the then 
judge advocate of the court had tried 
to get her to “twist the facts.“ 


Takes Issue On Story. 


Before she took the stand, Parmer 
had sworn to the accuracy of the 
statements which he had attributed 
to Mrs. Lansdowne in his article. She 
took jssue with him on several other 
parts of the interview. 

Mrs. Lansdowne also stated with 
some emphasis she had not. testified 
before the Mitchell court-martial that 
the entire statement Captain Foley 
sent to her was false.“ She had said 
that one part of the statement was 
false—that declaring that her hus- 
band was ready at all times to take 
the Shenandoah out for military ma- 
neuvers. 

Describing the visit of Captain Fo- 
ley to her, Mrs. Lansdowne said one 
way in which he had sought to sway 
her testimony was to tell her that she 
must not say the Shenandoah’s flight 
was a “political” one. She added that 
she concluded from the navy officer’s 
manner that he was trying to intimi- 
date” her. 

“How did he do that?“ asked Major 
Leonard. 

“By impressing upon me the solem- 
nity of the occasion and the power 
of the court and that I must tell the 
truth, the whole truth and nothing but 
the truth, all in a solemn tone of 
voice.” 

Unele Advised Silence. 

The witness said her uncle and 
aunt, Dr. and Mrs. William B. Ma- 
son, who were present at the inter- 
view, also had a similar impression. 
She added that at one time her uncle 
called her into the hall and said 
»Don't tell him damned thing. 
He is not here for your good.“

EXTRA CLERKS LEGAL 
S OFFICAL RULING 


It will be legal for Comptroller 
General William A. Wright to ap- 
prove for payment a warrant drawr 
by Pension Commissioner John W. 
Clark, covering extra clerical help 
in his office required under instruc- 


tions issued by Governor Clifferd 
Walker to prepare a copy of the state 
pension rolls, according to an cpin:on 
Tuesday by Attorney General George 
M. Napier. 

Comptroller General. Wright re 
fused to approve the warrant when it 
was drawn some weeks ago on the 
ground that the general appropriation 
act Of 1923, applying to appropriation 
for the year 1925, contained a clause 
forbidding the payment of clerical ex- 
penses in any department from funds 
other than the amounts specifically 
appropriated for those departments. 

The warrant was for the sum of 
$313.14 and covered extra clerical ex- 
pense in preparing à complete list of 
eligible Confederate pensioners for the 
use of the governor. 

In submitting the matter to the at- 
torney general for his opinion, Gov- 
ernor Walker said he had authorized 
and directed the commissioner of pen- 
sions to prepare this roll and author- 
ized him to expend the money uec- 
essary to engage the extra assistance. 

In holding the payment legal, At- 
torney General Napier cited a general 
statute in the code of Georgia which, 
he held, was not repealed by the pro- 
viso of the general appropriations act 
cited by General Wright. This stat- 
ute reads: 

“All persons employed by the gov- 


ernor for whom no compensation is 


1 are paid, according to bis 
iscretion, out of the money appro- 
priated therefor. If no money is thus 
appropriated and the employment is 
indispensable he has the privilege to 
pay them out of the contingent funds.” 

The opinion handed down Tuesday 
was addressed to State Auditor Sam 
J. Slate, who breught the matter of 
the unpaid warrant to the attention of 
the overnor. 


BRITISH PUDDINGS 
SOAKED IN RUM 
NEW DRY PROBLEM 


London, November 17.—(A)— 
American prohibition enforcers soon 
will have another problem. on their 
hands. From now on, through 
Thanksgiving and Christmas, nearly 
every steamer sailing from these 
shores will be carrying numbers of 
rum-soaked English plum puddings 
destined for residents of the 
States, sent by friends here desiring 
to contribute something to the holi- 
day menu. 

British puddings contain from a 
quarter to a half pint of brandy, 
sherry or rum. Word has gone round 
that they will not be held up, as the 
use of ‘spirits for flavoring does not 
infringe the Volstead act.
